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Tbe brick facucle which terihin«tcs the fiourt 
is th(^ ancient chateau coostructed by order of 
I.ouis XIII and which the fihal piety of bis son pre- 
st*rv('d; it was m his lime merely a hunting lodge. 
The space slightly elevated is called la Cour dh 
Marbre : in fact the payenient is of marble, as 
well as the balcony, the beautiful columns which 
support it, the busts, the groups and the other 
sculptures, whidi ornament and crown tins edi>- 

fice. 

Having examined this part of the building, and 
admired the elegance of its architecture, bestow 
an attentive notice upon the two pavillions, which 
ejupgate its wings; -they are modern. The two 
parallel buildings to the right and left, of the en* 
trance court, called Cour des Ministres, wer6 
under the old iUpBarchy, occupied by the minis- 
ters and secretaries of staite.

!• THE MAIN OR CENTRAL part of the pa- 
lace comprehends, on the ground floor, a hall ador- 
ped with busts and Staines, four apartments coht 
laininji; ihc rojal rcsiJcncrc, the apartments. of oujo 
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kings, the hall of Lewis XIU; severti veslibules; 
in all nine rooms. 

The first floor, which you arrive at on leaving 
the saloon of HerciJeSf i|djoinipg the Chapel en- 
try, contains a suite of seven rooms; six of^thesa 
overlook the north parterre, beyond which arc *c^ 
l>esef7n thel>ason of the Dtagon, and that of JVi^p* 
tune. These rooms arc named the saloons of Abun-*' 
dance, Venus y Diana, Mars, Mercury y ^Apqlto^. 
Und War. They were formerly the grand apart-^ 
laeots of Lewis XIV. 

a» THE SOUTH WING, on the ground floor,^ 
^reprehends twelve rooms , adorned with pain-i* 
lings whicl^ retrace the. great political events of i 
tile life of INapolepn , as well as the battles fioni 
17^^ to i9io; a room containing busts and sta-. 
tnes of Napoleon and all his family ; the hall or 
Marengo, and a gallery of busts and statues (178^-^ 
l8i4)> The busts of the gtine'rals killed in battle 
i|re placed in the wicdows 

A gallery of sepulchral monuments. 

On the first floor is the great hall of battles, i 
fi'om the first ( that of Toibiac , gained by Clovis 
A. D. 49^) > down totho baltle of Wagram (A. D.' 
1809); the hall of 18^0, und a gallery of sculpture, 
begirming at the 1 6'^ century and finishing in 1789.

l«'ve1, like those of the north wing. 
: The King's payilioti consists, on tho ground floor, 
of four rooms contdning battles and sea-fights. 

The marine paintings are placed in four roouis^ 
^ the south wing » second fioor . 

The doors in cedar wood of the hospital- of th«. 
Knights of Rhodes, given to t]ie King by the suU 
fan, at the demand of the prince de Joinviiicy 
when he visited the Island of Rhodes, in 1806, 
are placed in the great Hall of the Crusades. 

Four apartments, on the first floor, contain 
paintings, representing celebrated events of the

On eQtering the (>a1ace yard, stop a momeDt |6 
exatnine the seventeen statues which adorn it;

wards (he south ^ing, and enter the Museum by 
the*door on the leA hand, descend the staircase 
leading to the new gallei y of busts and raonumeutsi 
go up the Stsiircase of Monsieur, and enter the 
ball of Marengo, where ten rooms are consecrii- 
ted to the victories of the Empire. 

In a vestibule you will find throe rooms filled 
with statues, busts, and bas reliefs of several great 
men, such as Heury IV, Bcaumarebais, Voltaire, 
Diderot, etc. 

From thence you will pass into the Hall of the

Lies. 

Afterwards you enter six rooms containing the

^ainl-Cloud the legislative Assembly. Fie is repre- 
sented at the head of his slafl* and a battalion of 
grenadiers, wi th their bayonets fixed ; the deputies 
are seen escaping on all sides.

This cry was occasioned by tie appearance

Three squadrons of spahls , commanded by 
i|felofte^|iQKf g$ncrnl)Ynssuf^ begin Vfee-altftcfc^ 
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ami soon penetrate as far as the Douat of Ab<f ^^ 
el-Kader. Vol) will-observe them represented 
in the l>ack- ground of the paintings at the 
foot of a ruined Tur]vish fortress, amongst the 
white tents, inhabited by the eniir^s faiiiily 
and private.trobps. In vnijn theirTegitlar intan- 
'try, rushing from their tents, endeavour, by 
continued xiischarges of mfisketry, to repulse 
our Spahis. Inspired by the ejcj^mple of their 
intrepid chiefs, our troops charge then^ furloi^s- 
]y and force them to disperse, so that the couit. 
l>at on this point is not of iuiig. Juration, A 
cannon, its different appartenances,, aevernl 
flangs and the Kasna or treasure of Abd-el-Ka-c 
der, his parents, baggage, domestics, fall iuta 
our hands } but officers and aubalterns .conti- 
nue the pursuit, and gine the nativj^ troops-pla- 
ced under them a new and brilliant example 
of french courage. 

The duke d^Aumale had reinained a liltle 
behind with the Chogsseurs who composed hia 
reserve; but when , after; having rapidly 4^a* 
tended the hill', wichhad intercepted the 
"view of the enemy, he perceived the.extept of 
the oamp, and this muUitod ofmen run.ning to 
• arintj he saw te piiiist engage nil hi§ .Uoof s^ 
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and tbatiDhrepidity alone could en sure socc<i8»« 
The chasseurs gallop to the right, pass i\tei 
ftpahis, and penetrate into the camp under n 
heavy fire. W.th the sang-froid of true cou- 
rage, they know how to preserve, in the midst- ' 
of the fight^an order and diacipline which doin 
ble their force,. 

Here again is to be remarked, amongst the 
horrors of war, the natural humanity of onr 
soldiers, who, open their ranks to deliver a 
passage to trembling old" men.,, and weepirtg. 
yeomen, and then close them anew in order- 
tp OTerthrow ail that dares resist. The resis* 
tance was organized; the splendid cavalry of 
the Hachems , entirely composed of theemir^s 
relations, is determined to snatch out of our 
hands the families and the wealth of the most 
zealous defenders of the Moslem faith. 

In the meanwhile the women are placed 
upon agile dromedarie8.(a sort ofcam el with two . 
humps), et hurried into the desert; the most 
precious articles are carried out of the tents to 
be put in safety, and the men seize their guns, 
mount on horseback, rally,and precipitate them-- 
selves into the hottest of the fight.

The hratw 
young officer's horse is killed under him^ sever 
ral of his men fall mortally \F0unded ; they are 
0& the point of being surrounded ji. when sub^^ 
lieutenant CanclauX} by a brilliant charge, snc-> 
ceeded in delivering them^,^ 

On the right, captain d*Espinay with hit. 
squadron overthrew all before him, and contl** 
nuing his march, slapped the flight of theruQ* 
l^ways. 

In the. centre, lieutenant colonel Morri»y^ 
with three platoons only,altacked the niflinbod^ 
of the enemy, and communicating to hismen his., 
irresistible ardour, prudent as* well as courav 
geou«, assured the success of the day. He was 
n^ar being killed, ia the beginning of the acr<^. 
tion, by one of the enemy's fool-'soldiers, who 
fortunately missed hi« mm , and was immedia- 
tely felled to the ground by a pistol shot of the 
l^rave frenchman. (In the picture he'is repr#-i. 
sen ted extended on the ground.) 

An hour and a half after the commencement, 
of this affair, the prince rallied our victorioua 
caValry. Aaimniense crowd of supplicantSu^ 
^ho^ durjng t^e action itself, h^4 already i»!u». 
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plored our mercy, surrounded our little troop,

On the 25*^ of may, our troops made tht-ir 
entry in Medeah ^ they had not met a single 
enemy since th^atlack ofTaguin, and bronglit 
back with them an immense spoil , above 
twenty thoasand heads of cattle, and four or 
five thousand prisoners of both sexes, amon- 
gst whom several relations of Abd-el-Kader, 
Ih's secretary Kersabi-sid-el*Aradj , a mara- 
bout greatly honoured by the tribe of the Ha- 
chems, etc., etc. This marabout is the old man 
who is seen seated on the ground : he appeals 
blind, and holds achaplet in Us handi.

In front of the statue of Water, on the eastside^ 
at the beginning of the balustrade, you will ob- 
serve, a beautiful statue reclining upon an enor-' 
mous pedestal; It represents Cleopatra receivih 
the bile of the Aspick^ You may perceive the lit^ 
tie serpent on the left arm.

the second on the north'side, ffj&prejfenting Mars sea* 
ted on his car, is by flardy. 

In the parterre properly so called, there is no- 
tiling worthy of remark, but the two basons, callecl 
the .basons of the lizards, and placed on each side 
of the gravel walk, which divides the partQrre.

At the south -west of the Grovft of the Golonniiiie« 
is the Salle des Matron niera, so called on account of-

count of twoanciejit statues it contains r-Meleager, 
on tlie. north side; AnjinoUs, on the south. The 
Dusts, eight in number^ are : Annibal, Octarian, Se- 
rerus, Antoninus^ Apollo, Alexander, OthOf Marcus* 
Aurelioa. The name of ea^his inscii^e4 upon it. Ory 
leaving this Salle by the south-eastern extreniitji^ 
you ^ill enter into the Alley of Bacchus and Saturn » 
inrhich is parallel with the Tapis- Vert.

Others pretend (hat this is a ground^ 
less assertion. 

pn entering ^he g<|rc|e|i you perceive on each sid^ 
a small grov^^ in the middle of whicb^a rase adorned 
trith bassp-r^lievo^y by -Grimau^. In the <;entre of 
the garden is a fine grass-plotj decorated on one side 
by a superb pillar of L^nguedoci^n inarblc) surmount 
ed by a statue o( Flora (^tbis^ pillar, it is said, isii;^ 
make way ior an obelisk), and on the othdr side, a 
fountain. In the circular walk which surrounds the 
garden, are two colossal statues : to the south, of 
Flora, by Raon \. Hercules of Farnese, by Cpn;% 
to the north.

The sheet of water placed before the King's Gau- 
clen, IS thus called on account of its resemblance, 
to a mirror.

This vast hall of 
Terdure, is adomci^ with ci^^bt Terms, foiir in the- 
centre, nt each corner of the grass-plot, and four 
placed against the chesnut trees, on the west side. 
Those of the grass-plot, are to the noith-east, Po- 
mona; to the south east Priapus; north-west, Her- 
cules; south^wcst^ Flora. The others art Pallas, Her-, 
cules, Vertnmniis, a female Bacchant. In a hollow in 
the hedge is a Hnc yase, with- .basso-reheyos, by..

Bason of Bacchus^ 

The alley (situated at the south-eastern extremily. 
of the Quincunx leads to the Fountain of Bacchus, 
In the centre, is the god himself holdinga huge go- 
b.'etf surrounded by four little satyrs aiul a quantity, 
of grapes. The group is cast-in.Icad by B. Marsy. «

At the south-east of the Fountain is a sliort aHe^,. 
leailing directly to the Quccu's Giioye, a heautifiU 
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Labyrintli constructed for the amusement ©Itlia prii>*. 
cea of the royal iuml y. Forjiicrly there were to he. 
seen here, tliirt)' nine basons in j^rolto-pebbles,. 
each containing a group representiii^ one of Esop^s 
Failles. It is now only a nwre grore, composed inosN 
]y of foreign trees. The round of tulip-trees or cir-. 
cumdendruins (from Canada), in the centre of the 
gjove, deserres notice; it is decorated with tWo 
splendid vases; one, iu the centre, of granite *, the 
other of bron«e. 



Ball'Room Grove. 



This Grove is separated from the Queen's grove 
by the alley of Bacchus In fitie weather, the coiirt- 
balls took place here. The form of it is ova!; in the 
centre is a wide space set apart for tlMs dance, and 
surrounded by a grnss-plot •n one side, and by asi 
amphitheatre of shells ?ind pebbles on the other. The 
leaden vases which decorate this amphitheatre are 
by Masson, Le Hongre and Houaeau. 

On leaving the Ball-room grove, cross the lowex" 
©ad of the-Oafden of Latona,.an<l enter by the little 
Ijate near the statue of Ganymede, the Grove of ApoU 
io'« baths, which is the pendant of the Ball-room, 
groTO you have just visU-ed. 
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Apollo's Baths. 

The scultures placed in this grove render is tb^ 
|no8t 'Worthy of adrairittion of ail the park. Yon will 
jfirst notice an artificial rock so naturally inntatcd]» 
that one is tempted to doubt whether nature itself 
\ie not really the architect, ynder this rocK is hol-- 
lowed out a grotto, representing the entrance of the 
palace of Thetis^ a goddess of the sea, near whom 
ApoUoy after having conducted the coursers of the 
sun all the day, comes in the evening to rest from 
his foils. Three groups adorn the grotto, the first 
placed between the others, consists in seven figures, 
representing Apollo surrounded and attended by six 
of Thetis' nymphs, two ofwbom are preparing to 
W^tsh and -wipchis feet, whilst a third pours odoura. 
pn his hands receivand them in a, vase. These figures 
are so many ma ster* pieces of statuary, due to the 
chisel of Girardon. The grace and fineness of the dra- 
peries with which the ny'mphs are. clad, are much 
admired; for under their veilst one may see, or ima- 
gine one sees, all a light and transparent gauze can 
conceal or presentto the view* The nymphs placed 
t>ebind Apollo adjust his hair*, two are holding vases 
containing precious essences, whilst the third sheds 
the perfumed liquid on the head of the god. These 
nymphs are by BLegnaudin. Their garments* are. a^ 
graceful as those of their sisters; and in this group, 
so perfect in all its details, Girardon and Regnaudia 
^gnf^nd for the superiority of imagination and ta- 



)f nt, nn tbe three nymphs for that of befluty Ami 
grare. The three groups placecFoti each side of the 
i]f$t represent the Coursers of the sun, led to drinl^ 
by Tritons. Tbe leftband group, composed of three 
figures, is extremely fine : it represents two horses, 
pne of -which, pricking his ears, bites the crupper of 
his fellow, who prances, and defeats the efforts of 
the triton toKold him; this splendid group is by Mar« 
ain. The group pn the right hand, ^hich is also very 
^ne, is by Guerin, These three admirable groups, 
formerly the principal ornament of the fiimous grotto 
were transported into this grpve, when the grotto 
was thrown down to make place fpr the south wing 
of the palace. 

On leaving the Baths, by one of the northern gat^» 
you will enter the Alley of Geres and Flora, similar 
|o that of Bacchus and Saturn, and where are also 
placed two fountaipi^.

With the exception of tlie eight terms, it is enti- 
i^ely similar to theSouth Quincunx. The terms place4< 
on the grass-plot, lire to the sonth-east, Flora; north- 
east, a Favrn ; south-west, a Satyr; north-west, Po» 
mona. The others represe'tt N. Winter, by Theo- 
don ; N .

If you leaTe the Quincunx by the west side, you 
will find the alley of Spring; advance a little to tiits.

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Green-^Round' Grdve. 



M tbe iiortli-reast of the fountain of Gores, is tba 
Green-Round Grove, so called on account of the 
smaiF circular bowling-green in the centre. In this 
bowling-green are four statues ; that to the north,. 
Bacchus, by Couston, to the south Diana { pn the 
east and west two Fawns play ing on cymbals. Four 
Ulleys which cut off at straight angles, rnn round 
the bowling-green, and .are terminated by a little 
nich made in the hedge. Omly throe of these nicbes 
are occupied; that to the south, by the statue of tha 
Satyr Marsyas, by €r,oy*, the one to the w^«^ before 
which is a very pretty little fountain, with a grou^ 
. of six play ful children , two of whom appear to swim} 
li.nd the one to the north which contains a statue 
supposed to be that x>f the empeior Adrian.

Stear Gro^e. 



The different walks which meet in this spot, and 
fprm a sort of star , give the nane to this grove. At, 
the extremity of four oi these walks are statues ; in 
the north-east alley, an ApbLlo; in the north- wost. 
Urania; in the south-east, a fcnialchacchant; in the. 
SQutb v^^^Ii ^ Msrcury, A eivtuittc alley, ia wh^tU/ate. 



jOtlier ^tatuesy run round ihe star; towards the 80"tl|? 
0astf a group of Jupiter and Ganim$dey by Joly^ tor 
|vards the soutbrWcst, Bacfhus. On levying the star 
grove by tbe alley which is behind the statue of Bac- 
chus, you will come to the Fountain of Flora, which 
19fi hare already described. 

Grove of ihe Domes. 

This grove owes its namje to t^o pavilions covered 
with domes, -vfhich formerly existed here, in two 
hollows situated opposite ench ptber. The centre 
is occupied by 9 bason, aurroundedby two marble, 
balustrades, and a terrace, pn thp pilasters of which 
fire carved basso-relievos representing the arms emr 
ptoyed by the nations of Europe, at different pe- 
riods. They are by Girardon , Mazelin and Guerin* 
The eight statues placed roqnd it, (beginning by tlia^t 
to the right of the northern alley are : Arion, with 
bis lyre, by Raon ; Amphitrite, by Augier; Flora, by 
Magnier; a Nymph of Diana, by Flamen ; Acis, Ga^ 
inthea^s lover, by Tuby; Galathea herself, by the 
• fame ^ Dawn, by Legros; Ino, by Rayol. Close by 
the Grove of Domes, and on the northrwest side, 
are the Grove and Hall of Enceladus. 



HallofEnceladiis^ 

Enceladus was one of the giants, sons of Tit>n, 
|rho efldeavoarcd to scale heaven itself; by heaping 
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Hidaniains one abote another. Jupiter's lightning 
|>ut an end to this vain attenapt. The huge monster is 
fo be seen , crushed under the ruins of Ossa aiid 
Olympus. Marsy executed this statue in lead. It is a 
Very fine one, and the head abore nil is well worthy 
of attention. 

The Obelisli^ grove is on the north of Enceladus 
Ilall. To go there , take the short alley to the north 
east, and continue all along it, after having croSStd 
tire Alley of Flora. 



Grove of the Obelisk oi* the Hundred 



Pipes. 



This fountain, constructed in the middle of a beau* 
tiful octogon verdant space, is so called on account 
of a cluster of pipes to the number of a hundred, 
which throw up a column oi water, in the ahape of 
ftn Obelisk. Thel water falls down on steps covered 
%ith sheets of lead, which surround the basin, and 
thence into the bason itself. 

On leaving this fountain, advance towsrds tha 
north-west, quit the park, and you will come to the 
^ates of the two Trianons. The greater Trianon on 
the right, the lesser on the left. As the palace officers 
arc charged to guide strangers through the buildings 
and gardens , we shall leave to them the task of gi- 
Ting an exact and detailed description of the curio* 
cities to be 'met witii there. But tVhat has been aK 
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i-(>d(ly sah], pages i33to 141 of this tittle work, gCRC« 
rally snfHces to Tisitors. 

After having visited Trianon, follow the wide flve« 
Tttie, which spreads out before you; it conducts w 
the great Bason of Neptttne. 

Reservoirs of ike Jarnbeiies (Utile legs). . 

Abont half-way up the avenue of Trianon, on ther 
tijilu side , are the Reservoir* des Jdmhetles, These 
Aie biiths, form erl J reserved ferthe exclusive u e of 
the Ktn>^*8 pages , and cillcd the pages* baths, but 
iH»w open to the public. Th« water is constantly re- 
l^ewed. During, the iine summer weather, these 
baths are, for Versailles, what Deligny*s Swimming-' 
School is for Paris. 



Nepiun 's Bason and Environs. 

This bason is bordered on the south, by ■ smaller 
bason and a Ion*; tablet. 

At short intervals one from the other are placed 
twenty.three jeti d'eau; the tablet is decorated with 
twenty-two large bronze vases, from each ofwhicd 
springs up a )et of water, which makes on one. iine 
about forty five jets. It is a most bcnutiful sight, 
when the waters playy especially if the wind is ra-' 
thcr high •, for then , the water, arrived at its grea- 
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test cioV.Vlion , forms a kind of white tniat, trbiclf, 
fnlling in smaQ spray, covers as with a drapery the 

Surrounding objectb. 

' ..." 

Beneatb the tablet , on the. north side:, are thretf 
bandisomc leaden groups;, that in the. centre^ seen 
from the amphitheatre , represents Neptune armed 
with kis trident. Ampbitrite , bis consort, is on bi9 
left tbe Godis surrounded by Tritons, nymphs 'and 
seamohsters. Tbisgrotip is by Adam Sen. The group 
on the right, executed by Lemoine Jun, represents 
Ocean reclining on a Sea. Unicorn ; that on ibe left, 
is Proteus , the guardian of Neptune's flocks. From 
each of these groups arise lofty jeta whttb produces 
• beautiful efTect. The two enormous dr»t|;ons pla^- 
ced in the two angles of tbe tablet, arc by Bouchari* 
don, as also the' group of Proteus. Oiflcrent statuc9 
are placed round tbe Bason, opposite the principal 
group : Renown writing the history of Lewis the 
Fourteenth , by Gudin j Berenice , by Lespingola j 
FauKtine^ by Fremery. ' 

Trlumplial Arch Grove. 

This grove situated to the east of the water alley, 
was destroyed in i8of. It now confains nothing wor* 
thy of notice but three bronze, groups; Franco ?icto- 
rious, by l^uby; Spain conquered, by Prou, and the 
Empire of Occident van(|aishcd, byCoyseroit. 
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Gmi^ of the tree JFountaini. 

PUoed to the west of the Water Alley, this groVe 
hwes its name to three fountains it foraierly contain 
hed. There is nothing now tobe seen but ruins of 
cascades and fountains which made it once the most 
deh'ghtfule part of the Park. 

In the middle of thebiison on the terrace, at the 
lower end of the Alley of Water, was formerly to 
be seen an enormous dragon , accompanied by four 
dolphins and four swans, for which reason it is still 
named the Dragon's Fountain. The water jet still 
exists, and rises » when the (ireat Waters play, to a 
height ol eighty five feet. 
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GRAND -TRIANON. 

Ob the right of the canal will be found situa- 
ted the gardens of Trianon, which owe theif 
•creation to Lewis XIY. This prince purchased ^ 
IMrith that view, from the mocks of Sainte-Gene- 
vieve, a village , which gave its name to this 
residence^ and to the lands depending on it. The 
palace that you see at present, is hot that which 
was first built in 1671, and which according to the 
description of Felibien, historiographer to the 
](.ing, c Being commenced at the end of winter, 
9 was.coQipleted in spring, as if it had sprung 
» from the earth with the flowers et its gardens 
31 and of which the Graces and Loves had been 
ar the only architects. They had also been the 
m only guests, for madame de Montespsn came 
» often from her chateau of Clagny to partake of 
• a collation with the King and Queen. » 

This country seat bore then the name of the 
palace of Flora. The title was doubly appropriate 
to it, for if it possessed the beauty and brilliancy of 
flowers, itparlookalso of their fragility. It was de- 
molished in 1683^ andrebuiltsuchasyouat present 
see it, at least as regards the principal body of the 
edifice. Lewis-Philippe has made some alterations 
in the interior, and has added some offices to the 
exterior, in order that he might be enabled to kB« 
imbit it with his family.

Le rColrc knew how to turn lo the best ndvaa- 
iages, the difficulties of the site, which presents 
great irregularities in his plan. 

The new destination of Trianon renders xUa 
interior of the palace and the gardens riifficiiitt)f 
access lo the public, and when tliey are admitied 
it is only in company with/a guardian who givc5, 
estplauation^ with respect tothe. localities. In the 
mean while we will enter into some details which 
may not be witliout inierest. 

* The building, has only a ground -floor, but it* 
proportions areveiy clt^gant. The ionic ordi'ra 
the pervading - style of itsi decoration?; th:^ co- 
lumns , the freise ^of the entablature , and the 
pilasters ore in Cam pan and Languedoc jnarble , 
and thecapitalsaee in white marble. In (he pri»ci< 
pal front the palace foruM a horse -shoe of-which 
the two wings only are destined to be inhabited^ 
\he middle hag become an elegant gallery which 
Gonmcis the lateral sides ^ on the side of thegofr- 
dens the building forms 9 right angle, by mean? , 
of a wing which strctclies to the right which face^ 
the south.

- Mansard was the architect, of Trianon as he 
was also of Versailles, but- to Le ]N6tre has also 
been attributed the principal merit of the eom- 
position of this palace, w-hich wm designed by 
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Decaiia, architecl, under ihe ord<A*s of >I«nsard, 
The Ief\ wing on liie side of ihe canal conlained 
the apartments of the Queen, which consisted of 
but four la -ge chambers, Mignardwsts the prin- 
cipal decorator of thein^ There is te be seen in the 
firstof these apartments the commencement oi a 
^int«d carpet, thal.death prevented him frx)m fini- 
shing when it surprised lilni at the ageof 85 years.

At the eaitremityj to tlie left of tlie apartments, 
>OQe sees a- considerable portion of the buildings 
''which present a rpnge of six other apartments at 
• Xhe end of which is to be found a gallery termi- 
nated at it& two extremities by two saloons. 

The paiwtings Ivhich ornament these saloons 
-and galleriies have been changed at different pe- 
riods. Those which have bee» placed ihere nt 
first were from the pencils of Hotiasse, Bsitm^ 
Martin And. Caitel ^ and forrtied a eellection ot 
thirty of the most interesting views of the gardens 
■ ot Versailles, with their artificial waters. Lewis- 
Philippe has caused them to*be placed in the na- 
tional museum in the saloon of the okl'chateaus. 

This part of the building formed thei^partments 
of the King. Its furniture as an object of art was 
perhaps tnore valuable than that of Versailles. 
The tapistry which covered the seats and for- 
med the. curtains was especially worthy of tc- 
Ijfiark, The ti|*nufaclory of the Gobelins can sliU

Th^ greatest portion of the plantations was pul- 
led down in 1776, which gave an opportunity to.

enjoyments lliat he foved and which hava irja<l« 
a i<irig otFranc^ and the succes^r of" Lewis tbc 
Great , the slave oft' Jean Yauheririer and J tan 
Poisson. 

^ieverlheless yielding to the solicitations of the 
4ukc of Ayen, this monarch abandoned the gar- 
dens of the Litlle-Trianon to the science of bota- 
ny » and under the direction of Bernard de Jii:i- 
sicLi they became for ever celebrated in the re- 
cords of natural history. Trees the most rare" 
were cultivated there and their character studied. 
The greater part of those trees Were brou.'jht 
If om England by Antoine Richard in 1764« '^>'- 
ring the la'ter peiiod that these gardehs worfe 
consecraled to botany, their diroctloft Was con- 
fided to the celebrated Adansari , whose vasj 
knowledge was not properly appreciated nnlil 
^fter his death. The troubles Wbich he had to 
undergo in llie study of scietoce of which Jii.s 
genius knrw how to extend the domain, attacked 
him violently in the gardens of the Little-Trianon . 
The paintt/r 'Boucher, under Lewis XV, had 
made of the sumptuous palace of Lewis XIV a 
vast sheepfold, where were to be seen marshals 
of France in the midst of flocks of sbeepadmiri.Mg 
the charms of Chloe holding a crook ,. and prin- 
cesses smiling on the shepherd Clyt^ndi-e, whilst 
"he offered te them a ro=»e-Marie - Antoioello, 
charmed v/iih the coolness of the bowers of the 
*3^iU]«-Tiiunon^ wbhed tp make of it her favou*- 
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»tf dWclKng, ill realiziog the pasloraV drc« ni ol 
Boucher and: his disciples. With this view she 
charged Mique; het architect and the paintrr 
Robert, to effect the raelamorphosis and tile ad* 
mirable and vast field of study o£ Adanson bo- 
came a hamlet i^th its cows; its sheep, its goa'^i. 
fawls, ducks «nd turkeji. One may ob.serve si5lj 
the tower from which the duchess ofjfarlborougfi. 
perceived (c hfiv beau page, all attired, in black »> ;. 
the manor, the house of monsieur le Bailly, those of 
the farmer and constable, and the mill which cou^ 
sists ord'wheel that a trench of water turns. There 
is wanting only a parsopage, for tb^ cluirch i^ t» 
to found there, but by a feeling of propriety, they 
have contrived to discover one ready made, and' 
which w^&not constructed to iaugh ai. By m**ans 
of one of those trenches, which cut the wall of^ 
the enclosure am] by openitih ^.little its belt of gi o,* 
.ves they have borrowed that of the neighbouring 
village Saint-Antoine. The hamlet built and pen- 
pled with . aoiinals, the Queen and her friends . 
came ihpte to pUy, the farmer's wife, theshepher- 
dcss) the milktnaid,. the miller's and even the 
baker's wife. These innocent plays were however 
va Jed by. pleasures 'a Utile more bourgeois.

AnM>ngst''the ft^tes given at the Lit tIc-Tri anon „ 
one of the most remarkable was that which took 
place on the occsfsipn of the niarri^ge of Levis 
XVI, which concluded by an illumination of 
wonderful aflect , and of T^^ich the symrnetrical, 
dispcsitions contrasted singularly with the pic- . 
l|iresque irregularities of the garden. ^ 

At %la(^r period Marie- An (oiuctle gave ano- 
<tbcr fete to her brother Josepl^ II, ajid this li.Jucj 
the illnmination effected by a heap of (agots, gi«ts.4 
lumps and pots, of fire, placed- with a certain 
art, produced a magic effect, which did not re-*, 
semble that of fire , but which gave to the places . 
i^li^minajcd an enchanting aspect. 

The palace of the Littie-Trianon was construe- 
ted by Ga^riW, under Lvwis XV. It cousisli of 
a square pavillipn tWQ. stories high, and separa- 
ted entirely from. the accessory buildings whicji. 
are to be found on the IcA hand side and amongst, 
which is to be seen a. pretty chapel. This palace 
has been restored and the iiiterior newlv dccor^i'* 
t|(d from top to bottom.
